Winnipegger Upsets

TORONTO.—D. W, Storey, of Win- 
nipee, upset the theory that the egg 
product and trade in Canada faces a 
period of lower prices or greatly in- 
creased consumption, when he ad- 
dressed the Canadian Produce Asso- 
ciation convention here on the subject 
of “Co-operative Marketing.” 


Mr. Storey said that since coming 
to Toronto he had learned that this 
season 50 cars of American eggs and 
frozen eggs had 
been imported from the United, 
States, making the equivalent of 150 
cars of eggs. “I wonder,” he said, 
“if the 150 cars of American eggs 
were off the market if the Canadian

Mr. Storey contrasting co-operative 
and corporation marketing methods, 
said: “Co-operative marketing has 
been called agricultural revolution. 
However, that may be, I know that if 
there is any place where marketing 
conditions have been revolutionized*it 
is in the prairie provinces. The dif- 
ference between the methods is caused 
by the different purposes to which 
they are put by the men utilizing the 
forms. One of the economic dis- 
coveries of the last 25 years was the 
farmer’s ability to market his own 
products for his own benefit, to the 
same degree as the corporation.” 

Mr, Storey intimated that the high 
prices paid for storage eggs was the 
resulf of too vigorous competition by 
the produce dealers to grab all the 
eggs in sight. He stressed the value 
of co-operation methods as illustrated 
n the stveral pools. In this system 
the farmers were all paid alike for 
equal quality. The spread between 
street wheat and wheat on track has 
been dissipated and the prices paid 
for poultry in some instances aggre- 
gating $850, showed the extent to 
which the pools were satisfying the 
farmers, who were also anxious that 
the best relationship should exist be- 
tween the produce merchant and the 
producer himself, 

In view of the fact that there had 
been less eggs exported and more im- 
porte, the resolution committee 
brought in a motion to memorialize 
the federal government to take steps 
to initiate a campaign to educate the
